Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The claims are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited reference 
taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose an MPEG decoder 
comprising a selection circuit capable of selecting presentation time stamps associated 
with a first one of a plurality of packetized elementary streams and transmitting the 
selected presentation time stamps to a clock generation circuit, wherein the clock

generation circuit generates a first reference clock used by a first decoder to decode the 
first packetized elementary stream. 

It is noted that the closest prior art of record (Ogawa et al. US Patent no. 
5787179) teaches a similar decoder, however, Ogawa et al. fails to particularly teach or 
suggest "selecting presentation time stamps associated with a first one of a plurality of 
packetized elementary streams and transmitting the selected presentation time stamps 
to a clock generation circuit, wherein the clock generation circuit generates a first 
reference clock used by a first decoder to decode the first packetized elementary 
stream" as specified in the claims.
